Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  anil  citizens  of  Freedom: 

I  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  the  schools  of 
this  town  for  the  year  ending  Mar.  1,  1 919 — 

Our  schools  have  been  broken  up  on  account  of  Influen- 
za, and  it  was  thought  best  to  close  the  Davis  school  fertile 
remainder  of  the  winter  and  add  three  weeks  to  the  spring 
term. 

It  was  thought  best  to  convey  the  scholars  from  the 
Penney  school  to  the  Vose  school  in  Montville  for  the  winter 
term. 

A  part  of  the  equalization  fund  received  from  the  state  is 
to  help  meet  the  expense  of  advance  in  teachers'  wages,  and 
to  lengthen  the  school  year.  The  other  part  of  this  fund  is 
to  help  meet  the  expense  of  carrying  out  an  outbuilding  plan 
as  presented  by  the  State  department. 

Our  schools  are  well  supplied  with  maps  and  dictionaries 
paid  for  from  the  equalization  fund  received  last  vear. 

Special  attention  is  now  being  given  to  the  literarv  and 
social  side  ot  school  life,  and  a  spirit  of  patriotism  is  mani- 
fested in  the  schools.  Classics  were  purchased  on  "The 
World's  Greatest  War,"  that  our  pupils  might  become  fa- 
miliar with  the  leading  features  of  this,  the  greatest  event  in 
history. 

Our  school  books  are  in  fairlv  i'ood  rrnnir 
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This  being  the  first  year  of  union  supervision,  there  were 
many  difficulties  to  overcome.  In  conclusion  I  wish  to 
thank  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  advice  and 
aid  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.
